though, was shortlived, 
and only a few in- 
tellectuals and 
scientists did anything 
at, all towards banning 
its existence. 


The most prominent 
of these individuals was 
Bertrand Russel. A 
truly brilliant man of 
science, yet having a 
greater virtue, an im- 
mense love for all men. 
Like. some are good 
fathers to their own 
oarticular families, 
Russel, in the past 30 
years of his life was 
this —- and more — to 
modern civilisation. 


Acutely conscious of 
the disaster the bomb 
represented he was the 
organising force behind 
the popular “ban the 
bomb” marches of the 
1950s. During these 
years some politicians 
and also certain sec- 
tions of the press de- 
picted this noble man 
as a senile old fool. 

Tt was a case of fear, 
hypocrisy and self- 
ishness, versus sincet- 
ity and humanity.

In time, discussion 
about the bomb died 
More current and con- 
troversial issues, like 
Vietnam, drug taking. 
and pollution, absorbed 
the minds of most. 
The human race had 
swallowed a giant bar- 
biturate and seemingly 
ended its nuclear night- 
mares. 


Unfortunately though, 
as undesirable 
thoughts long sup- 
pressed by the con- 
scious mind have a way 
of slipping to the sur- 
face, the furore about 
the bomb again ex- 
ploded into life. This 
time the stimulus was 
provided by the French 
hydrogen tests in the 
South Pacific. : 


Along with the bomb, 
they ignited. a new kind 
of public outburst. 


For once, the public 
were not fascinated by 
the size of the magic, 
mushroom cloud, or 
awed, by the amount of 
(in tons isn’t it) 
the explosion = rep- 
resented, but rather 
with the outfall con- 
taminants and their ef- 
fects on the 
environment of this 
planet. 


For many the bomb 
has come to mean the 
ultimate in pollution, 
and, in doing so, lost 
ground as a symbol of 
might. The world can 
do with more of this 
kind of thinking.
